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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims remain obviated by the combined 
disclosures of Ebert, Cormier and Ke. Applicant argues that the differing chemical structures of the disclosed compounds would not make 
a combination as described in the previous Office Action obvious. The declaration dated 10/27/08 repeats these points specifically naming 
the chemical structures by functional group and ring arrangements. However as previously decided by the BPAI despite differing chemical 
structures, the evidence shows that it would have been well within the skill of one of ordinary skill in the art to formulate the lasofoxifene of 
Ke in Cormier's matrix since both patents provide similar compounds used for the same purpose. Regardless of chemical structure, the 
compounds are used for the same purpose and therefore their substitution would not yield a surprising result . 
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
